The jewelers made application to the Su 
preme Court and obtained an injunction re- 
straining the bank from further interfer 
ence, and brought suit to make this injunc 
tion permanent and to obtain damages or 
the loss they had suffered. The case was 
referred to Mr. Becker, as referee, to take 
testimony, and his report, now filed in the 
County Clerk’s office, upholds the plaintiffs’ 
claims as to the nuisance. Mr. Becker says 
they have established their right to recover 
for loss to property, and reports that they 
are entitled to a judgment of $2,100 


Kaufman & Poley Offer Creditors a 
Settlement on a Basis of 30 Per Cent. 
A special meeting of the creditors of 

Kaufman & Poley, diamond brokers, 22 
Maiden Lane, New York, was held, Tues- 
day afternoon; Nov. 17, in the office of 
the concern’s attorney, 234 Broadway, New 
York. It was said that the concern is in 
selvent, and offered to make a settlemen 
on the basis of 30 cents on the dollar. Of 
this, five cents was to be in cash, and the 
balance in notes to run 16 months, as fol- 
lows: Seven per cent. in four months, six 
per cent. in eight months, seven per cent. 
in 12 months, and five per cent. in 16 
months; the first three notes to be en- 
dorsed, and the last to be unsecured. This 
settlement was virtually accepted, and an 
agreement providing for a settlement on 
this basis was circulated among the cred- 
itors last week. 

The concern’s liabilities were said to be 
$14,432, while the assets amounted to $6,- 
143. The firm has been in business about 
six years, Mr. Kaufman having been for- 
merly employed as a salesman by Bruhl 
3ros., while Mr. Poley was for a number 
of years in the employ of Henry Fera, of 
Fera & Kadison.

Out of S. Baerncopf’s Failure 

A sequel to the failure of Samuel |] 
copf, formerly a retail jeweler of 
delphia, was the trial which ended 
day in the United States Circuit C 
New York, by which the Jeweler 
sociation and Board of Trade, 170 | 
way, New York, obtained a verd 
$5,515.38 against William Wetste 
whom Baerncopf is alleged to hav 
a check for $5,715.38 while inso 
thereby preferring him over other « 
ors. To the Board of Trade belong 
entire credit of securing the above 
tioned amount of money for the cred 
to whom Baerncopf has not paid on 
of his $21,000 indebtedness. 

Readers of THE CrrcuLAR-WEEKLY) 
recall the details of Baerncopf’s fai 
On Dec. 26, 1900, he sold out his ent 
business to William Simpson for $8444 
and received a check, which he at o: 
cashed and deposited the money in 
bank. The same day he met, at the bank 
Mr. Wetstein, a wholesale dealer in ped 
dlers’ supplies at 474 Broadway, New 
York, and his attorney, and paid Wetstein 
$5,015.88 by check, which was immediately 
cashed. He had previously paid Wet 
stein’s attorney $200, Dec. 15, and $500 
Dec. 22. At the same time he paid hi 
brother, Jacob Baerncopf, $1,500 to cancel 
an alleged loan, and his son, Harry Baern 
copf, $1,000 for alleged services while in 
his employ. He also sent to Jacobs & 
Co. a check for $949.47, on which they re 
ceived the cash next day. These pay 
ments used up the entire $8,444 received 
from the sale of his assets, leaving noth 
ing for his merchandise creditors, whose 
claims amounted to more than $21,000 

The Jewelers Association and Board of 
Trade of New York immediately began 
an investigation, with the result that 
Baerncopf was arrested under the Act of 
June 23, 1885, of the Laws of Pennsyl 
vania, was tried, convicted and finally 
served a term of four months in _ the 
County Jail. Suits were then com 
menced against the persons who had re 
ceived the money from the jeweler whil 
he was insolvent. While these suits were 
pending, Baerncopf applied for his dis 
charge in bankruptcy, which was vigor 
ously opposed by the Jewelers Association 
and Board of Trade, but the Court, “with 
extreme reluctance,” granted the dis 
charge, Oct. 17, 1902, on recommendatior 
of the Referee in Bankruptcy, stating 
“while I am not satisfied that he (the 
Referee) was mistaken in his findings 
there is no doubt that the testimony a 
a whole would have readily supported « 
different conclusion.” 

The suit against Jacobs & Co. was tried 
on Feb. 11, 1903. A judgment was ren 
dered in favor of the trustee, in whos 
name the Jewelers Association and Boa: 
of Trade brought the suits, for the fu 
amount of the checks given to them by 
Baerncopf, plus the interest thereon 
motion for a new trial, however, was 
granted April 15, this year, and the case 
is still pending.

A Condition and a of the Board of 

Remedy. United States Gen 
eral Appraisers, made 
public by the Treasury Department Friday, 
shows that the work of the Board, both in 
reappraisement and classification cases, con 
tinued to fall behind during the year end- 
ing Oct. 1. While the increase of reap 
praisement cases not decided this year was 
slight, the arrearage in the files of the clas 
sification division is still very great. At 
the end of the year there were 58,525 cases 
on the suspended files, or an increase of 
10,871 over the previous year. The Board 
has made some headway in clearing cases 
on the docket, but there are still 17,588 
pending and 76,013 remaining undecided 
During the past year 29,589 protests were 
filed by the Board, and there were 12,952 
protests decided. 

The condition disclosed by the above fig 
ures has been a matter of considerable un 
favorable comment for some time, and mer- 
cantile bodies and newspapers interested in 
the settlement of the questions which go be 
fore this Board, while deploring the condi- 
tion of affairs, have advanced various rea 
sons and suggested many remedies, though 
almost without hope that their suggestions 
will be acted upon. It has been pointed out 
that the great reason for the congestion on 
the files of the Board is that thousands of 
protests involving the same points have to 
be held up waiting final decision by the 
United States Courts, and that the Board 
cannot proceed further, in justice to the 
importers and to the Government, until the 
questions involved have been settled defi-

nitely. After a final decision the entire lot 
of protests can be disposed of almost at 
once, 


The principal reason for delay in the ad- 
judication of such cases by the courts is 
that the facilities for hearing customs cases 
have for years been absolutely inadequate

The entire time which the United States 
Circuit Court at New York has given to 
these cases has been an occasional session 
of two weeks,

Another Complaint About Jobbers Who 
Sell at Retail. 
CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 18, 1903 
Editor THe Jewevers’ CrRCULAR-WEEKLY : 

The retail dealer in watches is often told 
-haser that he can get 
the same watch from the jobber at nearly 
the same price that the dealer can get it. 
Such a statement is very discouraging to 
the retail dealer, and if this condition ex 
ists in the majority of cities in the United 
States the watch si siness will soon become 
demoralized. 

Recently a man came to Cleveland to spy 
on jobbing houses, in order to learn if any 
jobbers were selling watches to retail deal- 
ers at more than the regular discount. While 
this man was in the store of a retailer a 
salesman for a clothing house came in and 
said he could buy as cheaply of the jobber 
as the dealer could. It is to be hoped that 
the spy reported this to the manufacturers 

If such a condition of business is per- 
nitted to exist, our retailers will want to 
cut out American watches, and the Ameri- 
can watch manufacturer and jobber will 
lose a large trade. Not only will tbe 
manufacturer and jobber lose this trade, but 
they will have to compete with the retailer, 
who will, in this event, import his watches 
from Europe. This is no “pipe dream ;” one 
retailer of this city recently ordered 200 
watches from Geneva, Switzerland, for this 
reason alone This dealer sells 1,000 
watches yearly. 

Instead of watching the jobber to see that 
he does not cut rates to the dealer, why does 
not the manufacturer see that he does not 
retail at cut rates or cost prices?

In 
order to get at the subject intelligently, it 
would be well to divide them into three 
classes. 

Thus I would place in the first class such 
dealers as X——-, Y—— and perhaps two or 
three dozen more through the entire coun- 
try. Having segregated these, we may now 
drop them entirely from consideration, for 
each is a law to himself. By this, I mean to 
say that no rule could possibly be set for 
the conduct of these as a class 

The other extreme embraces the great 
mass of cheap jewelry dealers. These are 
always to be found in greatest number in 
every community. They cater to the lower 
middle and poorer people. With a word or 
two, they, too, may be dismissed from spe- 
cial consideration here. The reason for this 
is that they are too little affected by sea 
sons to require any special rules of conduct 
for the different times of the year. 








time when such effort would not be likely 
to meet a proportional response. In explain- 
ing this I believe I make an argument which 
will inure equally strongly in favor of all 
jewelry dealers. This is merely an ampli- 
fication of the statement made above. It is, 
that it would be folly to strive to create a 
fictitious trade during July and August. 
The reason for this is vot difficult to find. 
Why make such an effort when the public 
is both difficult to move, and when it has 
least desire or need to buy? Is it not ap- 
parent that in order to get the public to buy 
at this time, a dealer must either make 
more sweeping reductions or give more at- 
tractive inducements, than when the public 
is predisposed? It will readily be seen why 
this is just as applicable for 
for another.

If, however, the in- 
flammation be excessive, the eye may run 
all the dangers of an attack of acute 
purulent conjunctivitis; or, on the other 
hand, if the inflammation be very slight, it 
may not be sufficient to effect absorption of 
the granulations and may cause this disease 
to develop into the chronic form. 
Treatment.—Smoked glasses, outdoor ex- 
ercise, and, at first, nothing stronger than 
an antiseptic lotion of boric acid, should be 
ordered. A natural cure often takes place. 
(2) Chronic trachoma, or chronic gran- 
ular ophthalmia.—The first onset of this 
disease is often without inflammation, and 
is then unattended by any distressing symp- 
toms, except that the eye may be more 
easily irritated by exposure to cold wind, 
foreign bodies, etc., or may tire more quick- 
ly when reading or doing other near work. 
The conjunctiva is usually free from swelling, 
but grayish-white, semi-transparent trachoma 
bodies will form over the conjunctival sur- 
face. As the disease progresses the symp- 
toms become more marked and annoying, 
owing to the discharge which obscures vis- 
ion, to sensations of heaviness in the lids 
and of foreign bodies in the eye. The great 
danger of granular ophthalmia lies in the 
complications which may attend or follow 
it, such as corneal opacity, corneal ulcers, 
severe purulent conjunctivitis and distor- 
tions of the lids and eyelashes. The treat- 
ment must be most carefully guided. 
Acute blennorrhea of the conjunctivitis, 
or purulent ophthalmia—We usually find 
this very dangerous disease either as 
gonorrheal ophthalmia or as_ blennorrhea 
neonatorum. In the former case, the etio- 
logical moment is the introduction of some 
of the specific discharge from the urethra 
or vagina into the conjunctival sac; while 
in the latter the infection is believed to take 
place either during or just after the pas- 
sage of the head through the vagina, by an 
abnormal secretion from the latter finding 
its way into the infant’s eyes. A few in- 
stances have been observed of infants born 
with the disease. Inoculation may also oc- 
cur a few days after birth by pus conveyed 
by the fingers of mother or nurse, or by 
towels, etc., used for washing the child’s 
face. It is never due to exposure to strong 
light or to cold, as is popularly supposed. 
The more severe cases of blennorrhea 
neonatorum are caused by a vaginal dis- 
charge which is always gonorrheal. But 
the slight cases may be caused by a vaginal 
discharge which is not of the specific 
gonorrheal nature, when they amount to lit- 
tle more than catarrh of the conjunctiva. 
In mild cases the bulbar conjunctiva may be 
but little or not at all affected, the palpe- 
bral conjunctiva alone becoming velvety and 
discharging a small amount of pus, while 
there may be no swelling of the eyelids. 
In severe cases there is serous infiltration 
of the palpebral mucous membrane, which, 
in consequence, becomes shiny and tense; 
serous discharge; dusky redness and swell- 
ing of the eyelids which makes it difficult 
to evert them; pain in the eyelids of a 
shooting nature; burning sensations in the 
eye, and sensitiveness to light. As the case 
progresses the swelling of the lids contin- 
ues, especially in the upper, which may 





finally hang down over the lower. It usu- 
ally lasts from four to six weeks. Compli- 
cations with corneal affections form the 
great source of danger from this condition. 

Treatment.—Consists in careful disinfec- 
tion of the vagina before and during birth, 
and care in cleansing the infant’s face and 
eyes; this, however, does not come within 
the optometrist’s domain. He can, never- 
theless, advise his patients to exercise great 
care in rubbing the eyes, cautioning them 
to avoid rubbing altogether if tney have, 
or think they have, been exposed to any 
vaginal discharge. One physician used to 
tell his patients to rub their eyes with their 
elbows—safe, if not practical, advice—but if 
not taken too literally it tells the story. 

Diphtheritic conjunctivitis —There is no 
more serious ocular disease than this, for it 
may destroy the eye in 24 hours, while in 
severe cases treatment is almost powerless, 
It is, fortunately, very rare. Corneal com- 
plications are very apt to ensue and are very 
likely to prove destructive to the eye. 

Causes.—These are difficult to assign. 
It is frequently epidemic, extremely infec- 
tious, but rarely found in connection with 
diphtheria. 


The Systematic Use of Cylinders in Mak- 
ing the Shadow Test. 


(By ALEXANDER Duane, M.D., New York, in the 
Ophthalmic Record.) 


J T is no new idea to use cylinders in mak- 
ing the shadow test. I believe that it 
is as much as nine years ago since I heard 
Dr. W. E. Lambert advocating this practice 
and explaining its utility in connection with 
his refractometer. But cylinders are not 
used as much as they should be, and several 
of our best known treatises on refraction 
and the shadow test contain little or no 
reference to their employment; yet I 
am convinced that their routine use 
is of eminent importance in the diag- 
nosis of astigmatism as enabling us to 
determine with the utmost precision (a) the 
amount of astigmatism, (b) the axis of 
astigmatism, and (c) the exact spherical 
correction. What appears to me the best 
method of applying cylinders in skiascopy 
can be most readily shown by a concrete 
example. 

Using the concave mirror* at one metre 
I find a movement against the mirror in all 
meridians. I add convex glasses. When 
a convex +2D. has been added the reflex 
becomes quite bright and begins to form a 
rather distinct band running in the meridian 
of 75° or 80°. I now move my mirror in 
the direction of this meridian only and keep 
adding + glasses, until in the meridian of 
75° I get the shadow just beginning to 
move with the mirror. Suppose it takes 
+2.75 to do this. No. +2.75 then is the 
reversing glass for the meridian of 75°. I 
now have a quite sharp band of light run- 
ning in the direction of this meridian. 

Leaving the +2.75 on, I now move the 


*I habitually use the concave instead of the 
plane mirror in skiascopy. While the plane mirror 
is perhaps easier to apply, and gives a more 
readily observable reflex, [ am convinced that the 
concave mirror affords more accurate results. This 
is particularly so in oblique astigmatism, when, as 
we attempt to move the mirror either in the di- 
rection of the band of light or at right angles to 
it, the cross-shadows, which are so confusing, are 
with the plane mirror made more conspicuous and 
more difficult to evade.

Clock Recently Repaired for the First Time 
in 125 Years. 


GRANDFATHER'S clock was re- 
cently brought to a watchmaker’s 
shop in Pierstown, N. Y., for repairs, the 
first that have been made upon it since some 
trifling one in 1778, says the New York 
Sun, which were due to the raid of the 
Indians under Brant and the Tory Butler 
at Cherry Valley, in November, of that 
year. 

The clock was then the property of Sam- 
uel McKeen, who lived on a farm east of 
Cherry Valley, and whose ancestors brought 
it from England to this country in 1740. 
It was the only clock in the Cherry Valley 
settlement, and when the Indians and 
Tories appeared there McKeen fled with the 
clock to the woods and buried it under dead 
leaves and brush. It was all that he saved 
from the torch, and days passed before he 
ventured to recover it. It needed but slight 
repairs to set it going as well as ever. 

The clock, which bears across its face 
the name of Thomas Jenkin, Sandwich, has 
long been in possession of the Allen family 
of Pierstown, and it is Mrs. James Allen 
who has brought it forth for its first fixing 
up in 125 years. 





Ananias Up-to-Date. 


NGINEER E. R. MARTIN, Waynes- 
boro, Pa., employed in resurveying 
and resetting the stones of Mason and 
Dixon’s line dividing the States of Penn- 
sylvania and Maryland, tells a good story 
which he recently heard about Dixon’s ex- 
perimenting with perpetual motion. He 
constructed a watch as large as a dessert 
plate and had built it in such fashion that it 
would run forever. 

One day a German woman, from Elkton 
went to the small town and took with her 
her son. The latter had a penchant for eat 
ing and a penchant for investigation—two 
attributes that ought not always to be mixed. 
He laid eyes on the watch with perpetual 
motion, and after a little examination swal- 
lowed it. Always thereafter there was 
heard a ticking in that lad’s stomach. He 
grew to manhood and became a watch re- 
pairer and regulated watches brought to bim 
by the ticking of the perpetual motion 
watch he had snugly tucked away under his 
belt. 

Many people visited his shop because of 
the peculiarity of the man, and he con- 
structed a sign which attracted still more 
attention. It represented a stout man with 
a huge watch where his stomach should 
have been. (That sign, Mr. Martin de- 
clares, he has seen.) 

Finally the old man died and was buried, 
and those who will make the trip to the 
graveyard can, by putting their ears to the 
ground, hear the ticking of Dixon’s perpet- 
ual motion watch deep down in the ground 
beneath him.

BOW-CORD RETAINER.

Question No. 635—Equivalent of 
Grams.—|Vhat is the equivalent weight of 


grams and grains? How much water ts 
equivalent to 1,000 grams? F, D. 
ANSWER:—One grain (Troy) is equiv- 


alent to .0648 grams. One pound of water 
is equal to 453.54 grams 

Question No, 636.—Uniting Platinum.— 
How can I solder two pieces of platinum to- 
gether? P. A. M. 

ANSWER :—As hard solder does not alloy 
with platinum at the fusing point of solder, 
clean the platinum and 
“sweat” in each a small piece of pure gold. 
Then the two surfaces can be readily sol- 
dered together. Another method of uniting 
platinum is to use pure silver as solder. 

No. 637—To Remove Old 
Stem.—Kindly tell me how to remove the 
old stem when broken off in the 
You may be aware that the watch case com- 
panies make the part of stem that screws 
into the crown so small that they are con- 
linually breaking, and it requires a great 
outlay to keep stems and crowns for all 
makes and sizes. Thanking you in advance, 
i: R. 

ANSWER :—This question was answered it 
the issue of Jan. 21, 1903. We reprint the 
same, however, for your benefit: When a 
winding stem is broken in the crown, it 
can hardly be drilled out, and therefore the 
easiest plan is to have it removed by acid. 
The acid which is used for this purpose is 
one that has little or no influence upon 
brass, of which the lower part of the crown 
is generally composed. It is well, however, 
to cover the crown with a thin layer of wax 
before putting it in the acid. For this pur- 
pose melt a small quantity in a little vessel, 
dip the crown in it and let the wax congeal ; 
then remove the wax from the broken part 
of the stem so as to enable the acid to act 
upon it. Now mix in a bottle, by shaking, 
one part of fuming nitric acid and five parts 
of acetic acid, in which you lay the crown. 
Remove the crown from time to time and 
also the oxidized layer in order that the 
acid may act properly. Another acid for 
steel is: Eight parts of water, one part of 
pure nitric acid. A stronger mixture is: 
Four parts of water and one part of nitric 
acid, and, still stronger, one part of water 
and one part of nitric acid. This latter 
would also attack the brass of the crown, 
and it is therefore advisable to handle it 
with care. 

QUESTION No. 638.—Transparent Lacquer. 
—Please give me instructions how to make 
white transparent lacquer for silverware 
and silver watch cases. F. 2. 

ANSWER :—In the issue of Feb. 26, 1902, 
we published an answer to the above ques- 
tion, as follows: A good lacquer for sil- 
verware is made from spirits of wine 
to which a little collodion is added. With 
this mixture paint your silverware. If 
you have a great number of articles to be 
coated, it would pay to fill a vessel large 
enough to contain each one of your silver 
articles, and dip them into it; then hang 
them up to dry in a room free from dust.

Boiling in oil is next 
in order, for by tais means any further eat 
ing of the rust into the surface of the steel 
is prevented. The remaining rust may be 
removed from the steel by immersing the 
article in kerosene for a few The 
rust will become so much loosened that it 
may be easily rubbed off 
spots may be prevented from breaking out 
again by being amply filled with brass par 
ticles from a suitable brass scraper, on ac 
count of the zinc which it contains. 

Question No. 641.—Grinding Compass 
Jewels.—P lease give details for grinding 
and repolishing concave sapphire jewels, of 
the same shape as compass jewels.

The grinding and polishing of 
jewels is an which re- 
quires considerable practice and can only 
be done with diamond powder, which can 
be purchased from material dealers in four 
or five different grades. The coarsest grades 
are used for taking out coarse marks. The 
finest grade only is used for polishing. The 
operation of polishing is performed by 
charging a blunt ivory or turtle shell tool, 
which has to be moved rapidly in eccentric 
motions to avoid rings being worked into 
the jewel. Very little pressure should be 
used. Sapphire can only be operated upon 
by diamond powder, as it is the next hard- 
est jewel to diamond.

English Potteries Not Going to Germany. 
URING the past month paragraphs with 

the heading, “‘English Potteries Going 

to Germany,” have been extensively pub 
lished in the daily papers. It is to be re 
gretted that papers generally so careful in 
the statements they make appear to be quite 
indifferent as to the correctness of communi 
and publish on trade

subjects Early in October a 
paragraph stated that 
ers in Germany can get their ware into the 
London market cheaper than the North 
Staffordshire manufacturers, and in order 
to regain, if possible, some of the lost or 
ders, two or three potteries manufacturers 
are erecting large works in Germany, and 
are taking over English workmen to make 
and fire the ware. If this experiment be 
successful, other factories will be run up in 
the United States, and at least one large 
manufacturer is thinking of erecting a fac 
tory in Australia.” 

We saw this announcement with a bold 
headline in seven provincial and two Lon 
don papers. Doubtless, it was inserted in a 
dozen other papers that we did not see 

It will be noticed that it is worded as a 
statement of fact. It will probably be quoted 
as another proof of England’s industrial de 
cline. Regarding it as important in this 
light, we have made careful inquiries, and 
are in a position to say that the statement ts 
grossly inaccurate. We cannot say that 
there is no foundation for the report, but 
we can say that there is not the least founda 
tion for the insinuation it contains, Eighteen 
months ago a member of a Staffordshire 
firm commenced arrangements for making 
heavy sanitary ware in Germany, and the 
matter was fully published at the time 
Since then another Staffordshire firm have 
commenced the manufacture of the same 
ware in Germany. The only true statement 
in the announcement is the unpalatable one 
that pottery from Germany can be trans 
ported to London cheaper than pottery 
from Staffordshire. The above statement 
that our “manufacturers are erecting large 
works in Germany and are taking over Eng 
lish workmen” will be read with satisfaction 
abroad. It is damaging to the prestige ot 
the Staffordshire potteries, and should not 


have been published by any paper without 


ample authority for it. We have shown 
how little authority there was.—Pottery 
Gazette

Pearl Fisheries of Venezuela. 





|’ a recent issue the Augusta, Me., Journal 

published an interview with B. C. 
Durall, who but recently returned from a 
visit to tropical countries, in which the lat 
ter is quoted as saying: 

“Off the coast of Venezuela, great reefs 
of pearl oysters are found, in two to eight 
fathoms of water, and the natives, Spanish 
and Indians, descendants of the Aborigines, 
fish for pearls for a livelihood. About 600 
boats with crews work most all the time. 
These boats consist of a crew of four men, 
dredging machinery, a net with sinkers to 
drag in the oyster shells. 

“On an island which is off the coast, away 
from the rain belt, and in shallow water, 
nothing is produced but fancy shells, coral 
and pearls. The natives go almost nude and 
live on fish and fruit, but trade in pearls. 
They will show you strings of them, papers 
full of them. Almost every one has them; 
some have fine specimens, while others have 
the smali seed pearls. 

“It was the desire of Germany to pur- 
chase this lonely island as a ‘coaling sta- 
tion,’ as they want a foothold in the West 
Indies. The government decided to sell, 
for about $60,000,000, but the United States 
refused to allow any foreign power to pur- 
chase it and it remains a barren place, occu- 
pied by about 4,000 natives, a very few for- 
eigners, and pearl fishing is the industry of 
the people. 

“A British company employs 14 divers 
who work from boats launched at sea. In 
suits of rubber, the divers are lowered by 
a rope, air is pumped to them, and in the 
clear water they see the pearl oysters and 
pick them up and place them in sacks. In 
this way about 70 bushels of shells are se- 
cured each day, which produce about half 
a pint of pearls and are worth from $1,000 to 
$10,000. The company’s business averages 
$5,000 per day; sometimes one pear! will be 
found worth $6,000. The entire product of 
the company is sent to London, there to be 
disposed. 

“One diver can earn as much as two boats 
with crews,” says Mr. Durall. “It takes 12 
men almost all day to open the shells and 
take the pearls from the meat of the oyster. 
The pearl is almost invariably in the water 
meat of the oyster, but sometimes it is de- 
posited in the shell, in which case it is not 
so valuable as it cannot be torn loose in 
perfect shape 

“Pearl fishing has its dangers, as in these 
waters are man-eating sharks, feeding upon 
the oyster beds, and woe to the diver who 
encounters a hungry shark. A sharp steel 
rod is carried, and generally the diver, by a 
quick thrust, can disable the shark and be 
pulled up before the shark makes a lunge, 
but many hairbreadth escapes are related. 

“Pearls are found here in all shapes and 
mostly round, some oval and pear- 
shaped, in colors of white and yellow, but 
some are black and Oriental. I brought 
back some copper-colored pearls. In price 
they vary from a few dollars up to the hun 
dreds. You can buy them at all prices, the 
small ones as low as a few cents, but the 
ones suitable for necklaces bring .hundreds 
of dollars. From $100 to $500 each is the 
price for a pearl suitable for a necklace. I 
saw one that brought $10 there which would 
be worth in Paris $6,000. 
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Mr. Durall says that in thes« 
kinds of valuable pearls are f 
pearl was found here the shaps 
continued Mr. Durall.
